Ths Latin Kings, one of the 
only nationally affiliated 
gangs, is showing up, a are 
local, groups calling them- 
selves the Belle Glade Thugs, 

, the Small Town Thugs and 
the Smoke Quad Girls. 

“We have identifiéd at least 
39 members of the Belle: 
Glade Thugs (BGT),” says 
Sgt. Sweet, “and several of . 
the gang members have been ` 


arrested.” 

Some BGT members were 
arrested this past’ weekend 
for breaking into Gove 
Elementary School. Ranging 
in age from 14 to 18, they 
were charged with tregpass- 
ing on school property. Set! 
Sweet says’ this group is no- 
torious for tearing up proper- 
ty. The group is mainly made 
up of Hispanics and African 
Americans and many are 
first time offenders: They al- 
so have female gang mem- 
bers. 

Another gang he has iden- 
tified in town with approxi- 
mately 28 members are the 
Dogs Under Fire.

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Raspberries can bea money- 
maker for Florida farmers 


Raspberries, long considered 


‘a Northern crop, may find the; 


South hospitable after all, 
researchers at the University 
of Florida have found. e 

“This is a crop with some 
real_potential,” said researcher 
Bob Knight, of UF's Tropical 
Research and Edutation 
Center in Homestead. “We've 
heard from farmers as far 
away as North Florida who are 
interested in raspberries,” 

Pall-bearing, or ever-bear- 
ing, red raspberries would give 
Florjda farmers a good off-sea- 
son \crop, said center Director 
Waldemar Klassen. Visitors 
from Northern states, Canada 
and Europe prize raspberries, 
Klassen said, and provide a 
natural market for Florida 
raspberries, 

Knight said raspberries 
would be a welcome addition to 
Florida fields because .of their 
high price and high yield per 
acré, * 

Florida raspberry plants 
also would begin bearing fruit 
earlier than those from out of 
state, hitting a mafket window 
currently unfilled. 


Knight's research focuses oh "` 


which varieties will perform 
well in Florida. The Heritage 
variety appears to do better 


than others being tested iri tri: . 


als at the research center, a 
part of UF's Institute of Food 


and Agricultural Sciences, 
Knight said. Autumn Bliss also 
has performed well and Ruby, 
a third cultivar under study for 
the first time this year, shows 
promise, he said 

As with strawberries, the 
plants are shipped in from up 
North, where they get the one 
ingredient they cannot get in 
Florida: the chilling phase they 
require to set fruit. 

By the middle of February, 
when much of the plants’ 
native territory is under snow, 
the plants begin to bear fruit, 
allowing Florida farmers to 
capitalize on the late winter- 
early spring market. Early 


¿results show yields as high as 


3,225 pounds of raspberries 
per acre. 

And with raspberries cur: 
rently commanding $3 per 
half-pint, they could provide a 
lucrative boost for Florida 
farmers. Knight says even $2 
per half-pint would be a good 
return,

Floridians brace homes for 
post-El Niño storms

State Treasurer and Insurance Commissioner 
Like a boat captain who spots a channel marker 
battered by the sea, Floridians know rough condi- 
tions may lie ahead during the Atlantic hurricane 
season, which runs from June 1 through Nov. 20. 
After all, most weather forecasters agree that 
the departure of El Niño - that well-publicized 
ki phenomenon characterized by warmer 
Pacific seas - will result in more favorable condi- 
` tions for hurricanes this year than in 1997. Dr. 
Williams Gray, a Colorado State University profes- 
‘sor and one of the nation’s top weather experts, 
predicts 10 named storms, including six hurri- 
canes - two of them packing ds of more than 
111 mph, $ 
This forecast contrasts greatly with our experi- 
ences last year, in which only three storms 
reached hurricane strength and none directly hit 
Florida. Nevertheless, Danny, the one hurricane 
“that actually made landfall, dumped 40 inches of 
rain upon our neighbors in Alabama and negative- 
ly impacted touriam, fishing and farming in 
Northwest Florida. Throughout the Southeast, 
that one storm tragically contributed to nine 
deaths and caused nearly $100 milika Shy property

Last years Miami tornado. was 
~an incredible and scary sight.

- It was the tornado that broke 
tall the rules. The tornado that 
formed in the middle of a 
| major city in front of thou- 
{sands of stunned witnesses. 
|The tornado that may be the, 
| most famous weather event 
since El Niño. 
| One year ago this week a tor- 
nado formed in downtown Mia? 
‘mi. Witnessed by thousands of 
people and photographed by 
dozens of cameras, the twister 
zigged and zagged its way 
` through the Miami skyscrap- 
jers shortly before 2.p.m. on 
| Monday, May 12, 1997. 
| It was an incredible sight - a 
[giant white funnel framed 
against the Miami skyscrap- 
ers. The images appeared on 
television newscasts and in 
newspapers dround the world, 
making it one of the most 
famous tornadoes in history. 
Never before had such an 
image been captured on video- 
tape. After. all, tornadoes are 
supposed to form out in the 
country. not in the middle of a 
major metropolitan city. 
‘Twisters ravage trailer parks 
not weave between skyscrap- 
ers 50 stories high. 
fet, this tornado was the 
exception to the rule. It was 
born just southwest of Miami 
touching down in the Silver 
Bluff Estates at 1:53 Bag" The

twister moved east-northeast 
at 20 to'25 mph, cutting a 30 to 
150, yard-wide path through 
the city. The National Weather 
Service says the tornado was 
on the ground for eight miles. 

It damaged the roof of an 
apartment complex and houses 
in the Littlè Havana area 
Windows were blown out of 
several office buildings, includ- 
ing every. window -facing south 
on the first three floors of the 
Citadel Building on N.W. 
Fourth Street. 

Cars were overturned when 
the twister swept through the 
parking lot of a Belle south 
building. A Metro Mover car on 
Miami's public transportation 
elevated rail system was 
derailed as the tornado neared 
the Govern,ment Center in 
downtown Miami. 

It was a fairly strong tornado 
by Florida standards. The 


National Weather Service eet). 


mated the wind speed at 100 to 
110 mph, making the Miami 
tornado an F1 on the Fujita 
Tornado Intensity Scale. Most 
Florida tornadoes are weaker 
and don't last as long. 

It produced significant dam- 
age, too. An estimated 
$500,000. In addition, about a 
dozen people were injured 
from the storm, mostly minor 
cuts and bruises, Given the 
intensity of the tornado and its 
unysual location, it is remark- 
able that no one was killed. 

Last night, I watched the 
videotape of the Miami tornado 
again. It is one of the most 
amzing things I have ever 
seen. The video sequence I 
looked at showed the entire 
history of the tornado, begin-. 
ning with its drop from the 
clouds and ending with its dis- 
sipation over Bis¢ayne Bay. 

‘Thanks to the popularity of 
video cameras, more unusual 
weather events are being cap- 
tured on videotape. Chances 
are, however it will be some 
time before we see a tornado as 
extraordinary as the Miami 
tornado. . 

I've often said that Mother 
Nature is full of surprises. I 
wonder what else she has up 
her sleeve.
